of Tboaaaada • Tear. 


There is probably not another bual 


ness firm in the United States, or, foi 
that matter, in any other country in the 
•world, that annually sacrifices hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of trade simply 
to maintain a principle, as Whirs]], 
Tatnm & Co., the Quaker glass manu- 
facturers of Philadelphia, do and have 
done for nearly 75 years. 


The firm was established in the early 


part of the century, and its founders 
were strict and consistent members of 
tbe Society of Friends. They did not 
believe in war, nor in litigation, nor in 
tbe manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liqnoro, and they established a rale 
which has never been violated. 


Whit all, Tatutn & Co. have never 


made a whisky flask, nor any sort or 
description of bottle intended to contain 
either malt, vinons or spirituous liquors. 
This includes the small vials called 
"samples," which are similar to those 
made to display samples of illuminating 
and lubricating oils. Should an intend- 
ing ptucrtiaser ask for oil "samples" 
and say they were to be used for whisky, 
he could not buy them at any price. 


The array and navy departments of 


the United States have sought several 
times to boy glassware from the firm, 
bnt the patrr.jage has invariably been 
refused on the ground that tho fnmish- 
inc of any sort of supply for the aid or 
comfort of persons engaged in war or 
maintaining peace by force of arms waa 
contrary to the tenets of the Society of 
Friends, and therefore oould not bo 
considered. The senior member of tho 
firm, recently deceased, was a typical 
Quaker—a man of brawn and brain, and 
at 66 was in as fine a physical condition 
as most men who have led a temperate 
life are at 40. Grief over the untimely 
death of his son, a young man of great 
promise, was tfaa primary cause of Mr. 
Whitall's death.— New York Mail and 
Express.

A PUCE OF PLEASANT MEMORIES. 


Merry Making Winter Evening'*Ina Home 


or Comfort. Refreshing Draught* From 


The Old Oaken Bucket and Charm- 


Ing Recollection* of Williams- 


town. 


OHvcr,George and Henry Sanders came 


to school that winter. Oliver or "OI," as 
we called him, was a studious bo; and had 
a habit of rumpling up his hair by run- 
ning bis fingers through it when he wait 
studying hard or perplexed, that to the 
younger children was an indication 'of 
great genius. He wrote * composition 
once and read it before the school in 
which he alluded to Williamstown with 
its college buildings as "art's tropbled 
dwelling and learning's green retreat" 
which called forth our most sincere ad- 
miration. Oliver lives in Chicago, lll.i 
now. 
George was a handsome slender 


boy, a fine scholar, much giien to the use 
of big words when adJressiig the younger 
childjon, which kept them between a de- 
sire to fly at him for a fight or bow down 
and worship his superior intellect as we 
were never certain whether 5e was mak- 
ing fua of '..B or not. 


George was a fine speaker, and one day 


when "speaking pieces" was in order, 
when his turn came he took his place and 
making a graceful bow he waved his hand 
toward the opposite window where the 
sky was visible, and said 
"The 
thunder rolled, the 
lightning 


flashed, 


And down came grandmama's teakettle 


kersmaiili,'1 


and with another sweeping bow he went 
to his seat, amid the suppressed titters of 
the school. I have seen newspaper allu- 
sions to him as Hon. George A. Sanders. 
His home is in Springfield, 111. 


Henry was one of oar best spellers, and 


his love of mischief was only equalled by 
his kindness of heart. From his beauti- 
ful home in Blue Earth City, Minn., he 
looks back with longing eyes to the 
scenes of his childhood, and tells his boys 
what glorious times the girls and boys 
used to have in Buxton when he was a 
boy. 


Some of the sweetest memories of Bui" 


ton children cluster around the Banders 
farmhouse. Here we would gather after 
Bchool in summer and swing in the big 
swing in the cool shed, with the old fash- 
ioned well near by and the moss covered 
bucket we could draw up filled to the 
brim with ice cold water. 
The big yard 


on the south of the house with adjacent 
barns and sheds and the huge shade trees 
made a fine place to play "high spy." 
There were eleven children In the Sand, 
ers family nine of whom lived at home 
when I was a child. It Was the most 
united happy family I ever saw. Mr. and 
Mrs. Sanders never seemed to care how 
many children came to play with theirs, 
the more the merrier it seemed to them. 


Eliza and Francis Sanders, two grown 


up girls, were at home. Eliza wa» a soft 
voiced gentle woman, whom we all 
worshipped. If we got hurt Eliza bathed 
our wounds with soft touch and com- 
forted us with soothing words. It' we got 
into a dispute and there was danger of a 
row Eliza was always appealed to. 


"Dear gentle heart her ready band 


The causa of peace defended 


She bribed the foes with gingerbread 


And thus the brttta endei." 


We thought Francis very handsome and 


if we got into mischief and she scolded 
the whole crowd, her laughing eyes took 
all the sting from her words, and we 
didn't mind her scolding 4n the least 
Kliza and Frances ',«oth are at rest in the 
cemeteries at Willtamstown. Katie the 
baby and pet of the household, was a 
fairy-like, sunny haired, laughing child, 
that we all loved. She hu slept many 
years in that beautiful ci*y of the dead, 
Greenwoo., Broot'yn, N. Y. 


What happy winter evenings we used 


to spemi In the neat rjamy kitchen with 
the 1 -ng settee behind the stove, mother's 
room and the boy's and the kitchen were 
given up for oar use. Her* we played 
"hide and coop," hiding under beds and 
tables and in closets, and whooping like 
Indians when we were securely hidden. 
When tired of this play there was "blind- 
man's buff," 
And nfter that we would 


gather around She ^k>ve, and the boys 
woe id take turns cracking butternuts 
while some of the girls would hold the 
candle for them. 


Then we would have"Slmon says thumbs 


up''and tell stories and eat butternuts,and 
apples, and such apples, congress, red- 
streaks, aeok-no-furthen and a big russet 
skinned apple named chessbro. Sometime* 
we would make molasses candy and on 
those occasions we would often find a wad 
of candy in our hoods-or in the boys capsi 
and we always went home in a sticky 
state. 


I will not close this sketch without 


speaking of Napoleon Bonaparte Sanders- 
The name was abbreviated to "Bone." 
He was a dog of unknown pedigree, and 
great sagacity. And he was dear to our 
childish hearts, although sometimes he 
made life a burden to us. The Benders, 
boys had a big sled and they would loan 
it to the girls to coast down Sanders nil i 
with. We would all pile on and enjoy 
ourselves hugely until Henry would ap- 
pear over the sto ne wall with Bone in 
bis wake, and would say just as we started 
"Sick them Bone, take them good boy.'1 
Bone would chase the sled and woe to the 
arm or foot or garment Bone's teeth fas* 
tened into, for he would not let go. There 
would be shrieks .and groans and rending 
of garments, and we would be upset and 
after sprawling over the road we would 
get up and pin up our torn garments, rub 
our bruised bodies, and TOW direful ven. 
geance on "that Hen Sanders," while he 
from a safe distance would shout "Sick 
'em again Bone." 


One summer afternoon when we were 


tired of play and had eaten all the plums 
we could hold, and the capacity of oar 
stomachs -was 
not limited, 


suggested having Borne take a "Sam 
Patch" leap. 
We were all willing- 


Hanry called Bone and we all followed 
through the barnyard to where a barn 
shed roof sloped to the garden fence 
Climbing the fence Bone was boosted to 
the roof of the shed—from here by devious 
ways over slippery roofs, at the risk of 
life'and limb the roof of the wellhousa 
and'shed was reached. Only two boys of 
the party reached here, as the rest all 
turned back and ran around to the yard. 


One stayed with the dog while the other 


joined the rest in front. Then we by our 
aUtics engaged Bone's attention while 
the other boy deserted him.

poor Bone with each a solemn look 
on his face until the last boy had joined 
the rest and shouted "Bone, what are you 
doing up there ? Come here good boy." 
Then Bone gave a bound and lost his 
seat, and down the smooth shingles ho 
came sliding with all his feet braced, and 
such a look of helpless dismay on bis face 
ai almost sent the children into convul- 
sions. There was a fall of eight or ten 
feet from the edge of the roof to the 
ground. As the dog neared the edge, he 
tried to stop and when he found there 
was no halt he gave a- dismal houl and 
dropped to the ground with a dull thud. 
, We all t*ll on him with pats an'* Dugs, 
and called him a good dog.

IAS THE PULPIT A RIGHT TO DISCUSS 


iTHE SILVER QUESTION? 


Much is being said just now of the posi- 


tion the pulpit should take on the great 
political questions of the day. Shall the 
j ulpit be silent on political Issues, or shall 
t lie earnest preacher speak out his con- 
teientlous political views? 


We ourselves do not care for any politics 


a< politics, from the pulpit. None of us go 
to church to hear political discussions 
But there may be great moral issues at 
stake in politics when the pulpit must 
take sides in order to be right. 


The following views of Rev. Dr. Mc- 


A rthur of New York city on this question, 
v ill prove interesting. He says: 


" It is useless to deny that a grave poli- 


tical crisis is upon us. The present dis* 
cussion is moral rather than political. It 
is an illustration of Christianity applied 
to political duty. No patriotic pulpit can 
lie silent when the honor of the nation is 
tit stake. 
A God-fearing nation must 


Lave honor and honesty In its political 
] ilatform. Politics is the science or art of 
(,'overnment. In this high sens*, politio- 
i.iust have a place in our religious life and 
teaching. We dare not adopt the Satanic 
doctrine that there is no place in politics 
lor the ten commandments or the golden 
rule. 
We must again insist upon the 


•words spoken by an eloquent orator: 
'Nothing is politically right which 
is morally wrong.' Ifa man cannot take 
his religion into his politics, then his 
politics must be very bad, or bis religion 
very poor. 


"This nation is now on trial regarding 


its honor before all the nations of the 
earth. The crisis is not less grave than 
that of 1860. 
The pulpit may not discuss 


party politics in the ordinary sens* of the 
term, but It must make no apology for 
insisting upon national honor, patriotic 
duty, and religious obligation. Piety and 
patriotism are twin flowers, growing no 
oiie stem, whose root is love to God and 
to men. We are to preach the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ; but that gospel includes 
every interest of the human race. We 
know that these words of Terence, spoken 
in a Roman theatre, elicited the wildest 
applause: 'I am a man, and nothing com- 
mon to man Is foreign to me.' The Chris. 
tian pulpit can say: I represent the Divine 
Man, and nothing common to the men for 
whom he died, is foreign to the pulpit 
which pleads in His name." 


AMERICAN WORKSHOPS AND MARKETS. 


My estimate of the value of a protective 


policy bos been formed by the study of 
the object lessons of a great industrial 
state extending over a period of thirty 
y*)ars. 
It is, that protection not only 


bnilds up important industries from small 
beginnings, but that those and all other 
industries flourish or languish in propor- 
tion as protection is maintained or with- 
drawn. 
I have seen it indisputably 


proved that the prosperity of the farmer, 
merchant, and all other classes of citliens 
goes band in hand with that of the mann- 
iacturer and mechanic. 


lam firmly persuaded that what we 


need most of all to remove the business 
paralysis that afflicts this country is the 
restoration of a policy which, while af- 
fording ample revenue to meet the ex- 
penses of the government, will reopen 
American workshops on full time and 
(all-handed, with their operatives paid 
good wages in honest dollars. And thi« 
can only come under a tariff which wil 
hold the interests of our own people para- 
mount in our political and commercial 
systems. 


The opposite policy, which discourages 


American enterprise, reduces American 
labor to idleness, diminishes the earnings 
of American workingmen, opens, our 
markets to commodities from 
abroad 


which we should produce at home, while 
closing foreign markets against our pro- 
ducts, and which, at the same time, stead- 
ily augments the public debt, increasing 
the public burdens, while diminishing 
the ability of the people to meet them- 
is a policy which must find its chief pop- 
ularity elsewhere than among American 
citizens.—GARRET A. HOBAKT.

A SILVER STANDARD. 


THAT IS JUST WHAT FREE COINAGE 


MEANS. 
' 


Sold Circulates as Money Nowhere In the 


World Where There It Free Coinage of 
Silver—Lucid Statement of the Cote by 
General Woodfortl. 


In a recent speech at Columbus, O., 


General Stewart L. Woodf ord said: 
, There is today no such actual thing 


us free and unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver iu nuy nation of the 
world. I put this statement in another 
form—gold circulates as money nowhere 
in this world where there is free and 
unlimited silver coinage. Where there 
is free and unlimited silver coinage gold 
is simply a commodity and is sold at its 
bullion value. Its price rises as the value 
of silver diminishes. Its price rises as 
the conBdenoe of the people in paper 
diminishes. Ill other words, gold is fact. 
Paper money is flat. Gold gets its value 
from the desire of the people to have it, 
and is worth what the people -will pay 
for it. 
They will pay for it what it is 


worth to them, and, no matter what law 
you may make, gold will buy aa much 
silver as the people of the world think 
it is worth. Gold will buy as much pa- 
per money as the people think the pa- 
per money worth. There is no intrinsic 
value in paper except the material of 
which it is composed, and that is pre- 
cisely the fact with regard to gold. 


It is precisely the fact with regard to 


silver. Paper, being made of wood pulp, 
is now very cheap. 
When you print it 


into money it gets just Euch value as 
you put upon the honor and good faith 
of the government that prints it, no 
uiore, no less, and that honor and good 
faith are finally measured by actual re- 
demption In coin and by nothing else. 
This United States printed the conti- 
nental currency and paid that conti- 
nental currency ont as the price of this 
nation's liberty. We did not redeem it, 
and that continental currency is today 
worth absolutely nothing. It is the epi- 
taph of national dishonor. 


The French monarchy printed the 


John Law currency in 1730. It broke 
its promise, and if any of that currency 
is today in existence it is only the 
badge of French profligacy and financial 
falsehood. It is only valued as a curios- 
ity or as pulp. 


The French printed the assignnts and 


the inandats. Tho French republic never 
fulfilled its promise, and that paper cur- 
rency ia only a badge of French repub- 
lican falsehood and ia of no value ex- 
cept as a curiosity or as pulp.

It does not now 
seem likely to occur, and the Confeder- 
ate currency is only a memory of brave 
effort in on unfortunate and misguided 
cause and has no value except as curi- 
osity or pulp. 


We have afloat 846,000,000 of green- 


back legal tender notes. 
We have also 


about 136,000,000 of treasury legal 
tender notes issued that we might give 
silver some artificial value. We bought 
great quantities of silver. We did for 
silver all that the most generous friends 
of silver ought to have done and more 
than wise men should have dona We 
spent our money. The nation did not 
succeed in the speculation. What busi- 
ness men could not do the nation neither 
did do nor could da We thus have afloat 
nearly 475,000,000 of legal tender pa- 
per. Of this amount nearly 850,000,000 
was issued to put down rebellion and 
save the nation. More than 135,000,000 
was issued to put down gold and save 
silver. Wo did put down the rebellion; 
we did save the nation. These were 
within the possibilities of human faith 
and patriotic courage. We did not put 
down gold; we could not. The civilized 
world was against us. We did not save 
silver; we could not.

If Mr. Bryan continues to allow,his 


rhetorical powers to have full swing, he 
•will make so many false statements be- 
fore election day that his present sobri- 
quet will be exchanged for that of "the 
Boy Ananias." 


His recent assertion that "if we have 


a gold standard prices will go down" is 
one of those statements which are as 
close to a direct falsehood as anything 
in the nature of a prediction can be. If 
Mr. Bryan consulted statistics, •which 
are readily accessible, he would find 
that the facts incontrovertibly disprove 
his statement. 


The gold standard went into effect ia 


1879 by the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. In that year the average export 
price of wheat was $1.07. 'In 1880 it 
was $1.25; in 1881, $1.11; in 1883, 
$1.19; in 1883, $1.13; in 1884, $1.07. 
In 1879 the export price of cotton was 
(in round figures) 9 cents. In the six 
years following it ranged from 10 to 11. 
It was 10 again in 1890 and 1891, just 
as wheat was $1.08 again in 1892. The 
export price of butter was 5 cents higher 
in 1894 than in 1879, and that of eheeso 
nearly'l cent higher. Wages also ad- 
vanced after 1879 till free trade doc- 
trines and a Democratic tariff impaired 
the confidence of capital and blighted 
our prosperity.

iu 1879 shall remain unchanged and 
inviolate. 


"That we believe that the interests of 


every class of the community, and espe- 
cially those of the great wage eijrning 
class, imperatively demand that every 
dollar in circulation, whether coin or 
paper, shall be equal in purchasing 
power, and therefore equal in value to 
every other. 


"That patriotism demands that the 


dollar bearing the mint mark of the 
United States be the equal of the dollar 
of the most advanced nations of the 
world and entitled to full faith and 
credit all the world over, and to that 
end must be maintained free from all 
suspicion of debasement and repudia- 
tion."

and Tabahortty Are Among; Their 


Vworlt* Pastimes. 


Tho first gorno an Indian boy learns 


ta chugga. Any number of boys line ap 
and crouch down with their knees bent', 
The boy on the end shouts "Clragga!" 
and all start oS together. The one who 
goes fastest and farthest wins the game. 
The squatting position of the body must 
be maintained throughout. Walking 
chugga is very difficult, as it ia a great 
strain on the muscles of the back and 
legs. Hopping chugga is still more diffi- 
cult. The stooping position is tho same, 
bnt only one foot can be nsed. Even an 
expert can rarely hop chngga for 100 
feet without stopping or stumbling, 


After chugga the Indian boy learns 


pawwit. This game requires all the 
speed and accuracy at his command. 
The posts, with it crossbar between, like 
a football goal, are erected in the open 
prairie. The boys cut lances of hickory 
poles abont six feet long and scrape 
them smooth. Great care ia taken to 
have these poles well balanced and 
straight. About 80 feet in front of the 
goal a line IB drawn. The same distance 
on the other side a circle is marked on 
the ground. The boys take tarn in ad- 
vancing to tho scratch line and throw- 
ing their lances. The pole mnst pass 
over the goal posts, while the boy runs 
forward and cntches it within the circle 
before it alights. If he fails to catch it 
or if it alights outside the circle, he 
loses a throw. Each successful catch 
counts one point An expert pawwit 
player will throw a five foot pole 80 
feet into a ring five feet in diameter 
and catch it four times ont of five. 


The most popular game in which both 


boys and girls play is called tabahortty. 
It is a good deal like the game called 
Fanner Brown, which white girls and 
boys play together. An Indian boy 
stands with folded arms as a great chief 
or warrior. The other players move 
around him in a circle, chanting and 
turning around. A girl, then selected, 
moves into the circle and kneels at his 
feet. 


Then the players change their direc- 


tion, while another is selected as a pa- 
poose. This player is usually a small 
' boy, who lies flat on his back at the 
girl'e side. Then a boy is called in as a 
dog. He enters, barking and snapping. 
A girl follows as a oat, mewing. A coy- 
ote, a white wolf, a bear, an owl, a 
pony, a medicine man and many other 
characters are called into tbe ring until 
the singers are exhausted. At each call 
the direction of the oirclers is changed. 


Them at a word from the boy chief 


the players form a circle again, each 
impersonating the character he or she 
was called into the ring to assume. The 
singing, which lias hitherto been low 
and even, becomes high and irregular. 
It continues until the boy impersonating 
the chief steps into tht ring again and 
dismisses the players one by one. When 
none is left the boy cries "Tabahortty 1" 
which ends the game.—New York Re- 
corder. 


Cuban Sugar and Tobacco. 


The economic collapse of Cuba is re- 


vealed by a few salient figures. Sugar 
is the chief article of export, and 60 per 
cent of the population live on its pro- 
duction. In 1804 (before the rebellion) 
tbe total output of sugar waa 1,050,000 
tons. This season, np to April 80, only 
110,000 tons have been manufactured, 
and "tho total output for the year is 
estimated at less than 200,000 tons," 
•with good luck. Tobacco, the second 
great staplo of Cuban trade, is in a 
worse plight than sugar. The normal 
production in 460,000 bale* "Thisyear 
will see only 50,000 bales in the mar- 
ket " In a few weeks th* cigar factories 
in Havana will close their doors, which 
will throw 50,000 men and women out 
of work. The valne of the exports from 
Cuba is calculated to have fallen in cno 
year from £13,000,000 to £3,000,000. 
No wonder merchants are of opinion 
chat Cuba, has received her deathblow. 
—National Beview. 


THE INCANDESCENT LIGHT. 


Borne at th« Curious and Commonplace 


VMS to Which It I« Put. 


Incandescent electric lights ore used 


to illuminate tbe eyes of mounted anl- 
mail—beats, tigers and lions—shown by 
furriers. Here obviously a light with a 
flame wonld not do, while the incandes- 
cent light answers, the purpose well and 
conveniently. Tbe wire is run from the 
bead down through the animal's body 
and ont through one of its feet to a con- 
nection with the service wire of the 
store. 


Incandescent lights are nsed in refrig- 


erators, such as the iceboxes of the 
wholesale dealer in ont flowers and the 
butcher. Their uso in sidewalk show, 
cases is familiar;in dressing show win- 
dows the flexible connection admits of 
placing the light where it is wanted 
with each new trimming of tbe window. 


They are used in electric signs, some 


of which are permanent, while others 
are formed of letters that are movable, 
like types, so that the sign can be read- 
ily changed as often as may be desired. 
Electric numbers are made ia the same 
way. 


One may see a pointer at work at 


night in n store, paint brush in ono 
hand and eleotrio light—with the wire 
trailing away back of him—in the 
other, to enable him to see the better in 
some nook or cranny that he is painting. 


The incandescent lamp is ueed to 


light sidewalk awnings. The lamps are 
strung along a wire hung under the 
ridge pole inside the awning. The wire 
and lamps are simply taken in \vhon the 
awning is. Movable billboards «ro il- 
luminated in the same manner.—New 
York Sun. 


Queer Salt. 


In Lapland they have no salt, and the 


bark of the fir tree is nsed as a substi- 
tute. The Lapps peel the bark from the 
trunk of the tree, carefully remove tho 
epidermis, and then divide the inner 
bark into quite a nnmbor of very thin 
layers. 


During the brief but extremely hot 


Lapland summer the layurs are exposed 
to the sun until thoroughly dried; then 
they ore torn into narrow strips and 
placed in boxes made of fresh bark 
taken from other trees. Deep holes are 
then dug in the sand, and the bark 
boxes are buried in them, where they 
are allowed to remuin for about tbreo 
days. 


The second day fires are made over 


places where the boxes are buried and 
kept burning briskly for several hours. 
The heat penetrates deep into tbe sand, 
turns the fir bark a deep red color and 
gives to it a pleasing taste and odor. 
Finally the boxes are unearthed, the fir 
strips are pounded or ground into a 
coarse powder, and the Lapps use it 
just as %re do salt, only rnnch more spar- 
ingly, because it is so troublesome to 
prepare. —Philadelphia Times. 


Specimens of •> Cnrions Race. 


Calcutta has been amused of late by sev- 


eral guests of the government of India, 
savage Andamanpnc, who are aborigines ot 
the great peoal settlement in the bay of 
Bengal. Tbsse pygmies are representatives 
of the few thonancds of Negritos still left 
—a race that once covered the lands and Is- 
lands from tho jungles of south India 
away by tbe Malay peninsula, Burma and 
the western Pacific, to Australasia. 
Short of cannibalism, the Andamanem 


are at tho bottom of tbe scale of civiliza- 
tion and are therefore of gnat ethnological 
interest. Each of tbe ten tribes on the 16 
islands has a language of its own, bnt all 
go naked, all 11 vo in common till marriage, 
when monogamy is enforced, and all have 
as yot failed to learn from the missionaries 
and chaplains who have spasmodically 
sought to teach and clothe them. 


Choosing a headman, tl«<y frequently at- 


tack the convict settlement with their poi- 
soned arrows. Hence the policy of the au- 
thorities to catch and send parties of their 
warriors np to Calcutta from time to time 
In the hope at taming them. Dressed In 
scarlet tunics and knickerbockers, the pyg- 
my negroes have besn toasting, dancing 
and shooting before Earl and Countess 
Spencer, who are visitors at Government 
Houso. At Belvedere, the official residence 
of the lieutenant governor of Bengal, the 
Andamacese ware taught to blow soap 
bubbles, in which they greatly delighted. 
—Edinburgh {Scotsman.

Indianapolis, Sept. 4.—The seoonc 


and final days' session of the national 
democratic party was conducted wit! 
the same business eelerltjr that marked 
the opening- proceedings. It closed up 
all its business, platform, nomination) 
and every thing else in a continuous 
session of less than five hours. Then 
it anjourned sine die without onoe in- 
dulging in any extravagant proceed- 
ings, or at any time permitting it) 
order of business to be interfered with 
by the galleries. In this respect the 
convention was an object lesson as to 
what national conventions might be 
made if the plans suggested in 1892 
by ex-consul-general P. Collins of 
Boston, as to the limitation of specta- 
tors, in some modified form, were 
adopted by the great national parties. 


i The nominees are senator John Me- 


Anley Palmer of Illinois for president. 
Ex-governor Simou liolivar liuckner of 
Kentucky for> vice-president Both can- 
didate* were born in Kentucky. One 
wore the blue, the other the gray, so 
Louisville, the capital of the '•Dark 
and Bloody Ground,'' was appropriate- 
ly designated as the place of notifica- 
tion for both candidates, Sept. 12 be- 
ing the date designated. Gen. Palmer 
was nominated on the first ballot and 
•z-Governor Buckner by acclamation. 


Kloh In Oratorj. 


The convention was rich in oratory 


throughout, but the speech of Col. W. 
C. F. lireckinridge of Kentucky easily 
took rank as one of the most effective 
of campaign utteraaoes heard in re- 
cent year*. When he rose to speak 
there was some hissing heard, but 
his br'Uiant oratory soon won him 
friends, and he was repeatedly cheered. 
Before 
adjourning the 
convention 


took the precaution of clothing its 
executive committee with full power 
to take all proper steps to secure 
recognition for the ticket in states 
vi here the Australian ballot law or 
other legislation might interpose ob- 
stacles to the recognition of two demo- 
cratic tickets each claiming to be regu- 
lar. This difficulty is anticipated in 
Ohio and some other states in the ac- 
cepted battle ground of the middle 
west. 


Cl<-Telaad'i Pealtlve Declination. 


During the early part of the day 


Daniel P. Griffin, chairman of tha 
New York delegation, sent the follow- 
ing telegram to President Cleveland at 
Buzzards Bay: "There haa been mani- 
fested an unmistakable desire upon 
the part of tbe convention to nominate 
you for the presidency. 
The New 


York delegation is anxious to learn 
your personal wishes, and would consi- 
der it an honor to vote for your nomi- 
nation " To this telegram Mr. Cleve- 
land sent this brief but conclusive 
answer: "My judgment and personal 
Inclinations are so unalterably opposed 
that I cannot for one moment enter- 
tain the suggestion." 


The Platform. 


The platform adopted is, in part, 


as follows: This convention has assem- 
bled to uphold the principles upon 
which depend the honor and welfare 
of the American people, in order that 
the democrats throughout tha Union 
may unite their patriotic efforts to 
•vert disaster from their country and 
ruin from their party. The declara- 
tions of the Chicago convention at- 
tack individual freedom, the right of 
private contract, the independence of 
the judiciary and the authority of the 
president to enforce federal laws. 
They advocate a reckless attempt to 
Increase the price of silver by legisla- 
tion to the debasement of our mone- 
tary standard and threaten unlimit- 
ed issues of paper money by* the (rov- 
Brnment. They abandon for republi- 
can allies the democratic cause of 
tariff reform to court the favor of pro- 
tection sts to their fiscal heresy. In 
riew of these and other grave depart- 
ures from democratic principles, we 
cannot support the candidates of the 
Bonvention, nor be bound by its acts. 
The democratic party has survived 
many defeats, but could not survive a 
victor\ won in behalf of the doctrine 
ind policy proclaimed in its name at 
Chieagj.

Dreyfus wae 
always a firm believer in the innocence 
of her husband, and when she reached 
Cayenne the French authorities there 
offered her the nse of a steam launch 
to take her to the Grand Salut island, 
where her husband's prison was situ- 
ated, but she declined, saying that she 
wished to become accustomed to the 
climate before going to the island. 
Thereupon, the steam launch left 
Cayenne. According to Capt Hunter, 
Mme. Dreyfus must have lost no time 
in perfecting plans for her husband's 
escape, or else she must have had as- 
sistance from persons who had reached 
Cayenne some time before her, for tha 
same night, he says, an American 
schooner, with 
Mme. Dreyfus on 


board, appeared off Grand Salut isl- 
and, sent a boat ashore, and brought 
off not only the prisoner, but several 
men who had been detailed to guard 
him,

fore the prisoner's wife reached Cay- 
enne. Capt. Hunter said that, the 
schooner then left the north coast, 
heading in a northerly direction, and 
it is believed that Capt, Dreyfus and 
his wife eventually reached tha United 
States.
